' well-known here as former execu- 
tive director of Upland Housing 
Authority, as well as one-time 
city manager of Ontario. 

In charge of the official inspec- 
tion party will be Major John E. 
Jardine of the OCD. . He and a 
member of the State Civilian De- 
fense will be accompanied by 4 
training panel of CD expert per- 
sonnel, 

MUST ANTICIPATE 

During the next two local drills 
wardens will work to perfect their 
operations. When the OCD sup- 
ervised drill is staged, they will 
have no advance notice of inci- 
dents, and will have, in addition 
to incidents prepared by the local 
training staff, three main inci- 
dents which will be put in by 
Major Jardine and his team. 

“Red” alert and “all clear” sig- 
nals will be simulated, and dur- 
ing the drill wardens actually wiil 
block off streets and divert all 
traffic.

It ‘‘might be’’ that the crushing of the Pacific Electri¢ 
railroad rail at San Antonio avenue early this week was the 
result of sabotage.

A new and vigorous appeal has just come from the Of- 
fice of War Information urging all of us to keep our lips 
sealed tighter than ever about ship and troop movements. 

All of which brings forcibly to us the possibility that the 
P. E. rail or the rail of any track might be damaged by the 
‘fifth columnists,’? who apparently are still among us. 

It’s up to the police to place the responsibility, if any. 
It’s up to us, individually, to guard against saying anything 
that might be of any aid to destructive-minded individuals. 

On the other hand, if the railway track crumbled be- 
cause of the heavy freight loads carried throughout the 
years and in recent months, > the responsibility, of course, 
rests with the Pacific Electric. Fortunately no one was In- 
jured due to the timely discovery of the defective rail by T. 
George Cunning. But suppose the discovery had not been 
made———. 

Just as it is the responsibility of the police to hunt out 
and capture violators, and of the individual to guard against 
loose talk, so it is the responsibility of the companies trans- 
porting our soldiers and private citizens to guard against 
defective equipment. 

If the crushing of the rail was not aided by a saboteur, 
then the rail was weakened by natural causes. Of course, 
the Pacific Electric officials are alert to see that their equip- 
ment is in tip-top shape. 

The fact remains, however, that the rail was weakened— 
and the first thought of most people in these days is to blame 
a saboteur, Results of the study of the cause by the Up- 
land police and the FBI are awaited with interest.

“Make Work” Laws

‘‘Featherbed’’ laws, rules and regulations, adopted at 
the behest of labor unions in pre-war days, which require 
the employment of two or three men to do a job that could 
well be done by one, are due to come under sharp attack 
during the 19453 session of the State Legislature, just con- 
vened, and will likely be declared inoperative for the dura- 


tion of the war emergency. 

Leaders in the two lawmaking houses, recognizing that 
the state is confronted with the most serious shortage of 
manpower in its history, are determined to break any bot- 
tlenecks threatening the success of the war effort—and the 
problem of ‘‘make-work’’ bills, which aggravate the labor 
situation, is slated for early action.

Old age assistance was given to 
4,844 needy persons in San Ber- 
nardino county during November, 
1942, compared with 5,084 receiv- 
ing this kind of relief during Jan- 
uary, 1942, California Taxpayers’ 
association stated today, follow- 
ing its analysis of aged aid in 
California counties. 

During November, the total 
amount paid to the needy old peo- 
ple in the county was $178,884, 
compared with $187,050 for Jan- 
uary, 1942. Average aid per per- 
son amounted to $36.93 in Novem- 
ber and $36.79 in January, 1942. 

Throughout the state, 154,481 
persons received $5,677,776 in 
aid to the needy aged during No- 
vember, an average of $36.75 per 
person, the association found. In 
January, 1942, aged aid rolls num- 
bered 158,478 persons, with aid 
extended amounting to $5,783,218, 
and average aid per person being 
$36.49.
